And, secondly, 
notw: hstanding that the stock had 
a substantial rise in the bull mar- 
ket in the motors last year, its earn- 
ings continue to show a relatively 
high ratio to market quotations. 
General Motors climbed to third 
place last year in total earnings, 
being exceeded only by American 
Telephone & Telegraph Company, 
which earned $129,036,33 and 
United States Steel, which earned 
$117,711,771, against General Mo- 
tors’ $116,016,277, including its 
equities in wholly owned or con- 
trolled subsidiaries, which are not 
consolidated in its statements. 
These corporations, with~ com- 
bined earnings for interest and 
dividends exceeding $360,000,000,

In every analysis made 
of automobile accident statistics -it 
has been disclosed that a consider«- 
able portion of the killed or in- 
jured persons were either wholly 
at fault or guilty of contributory 
negligence. 

This supports the contentions 
of the opponents that the most 
effective way to reduce the num- 
ber of road accidents is not 
through the enforced carrying 
of liability insurance, but rather 
by the enactment and rigid .en- 
forcement of traffic regulations 
and the swift_and severe punish- 
ment of those guilty of viola- 
tions. 

The adoption of the compulsory 
law does not mean that the person 
injured or the estate of one killed 
in an automobile accident would 
necessarily be entitled to. financial 
recompense. The responsibility of 
the accused driver would still have 
to be proved and by the same cume 
bersome processes of law which 
must now be followed in similar 
eases. 

One of the best possible checks 
to automobile accidents is found 
in the underwriting practices of the 
casualty insurance companies. AS 
grivate carriers, these offices ex- 
ercise the right of risk selection, 
and a motorist known to be a reck=s 
less, careless or incompetent driver 
soon finds it impossible to obtain 
insurance. This condition would

Akron, O., April 26.— The 
likelikood that Brazil will re-en- 
gage actively in the production 
of..wild rubber is not so great 
now as it was half a year ago,” 
said W. O’Neil, president of the 
General Tire and Rubber Com- 
pany, in the course of a recent 
address on the rubber situation. 

Mr. O'Neil believes that the rub- 
ber resources of the worlii are 
gradually adjusting themselves so 
that the high price of last year 
will not be repeated, though he 

does not believe we will again have 
rubber as cheap as it was in, the 
winter of 1924-1925, when ‘the 
British colonial restrictivestaws be- 
gan_to pinch. aie 

“The Brazilians, who have -hun- 
dreds of niillions of first class rub-+ 

ber trees, showed great activity and 
interest im. their. native industry 
when’ rubber passed 60 cents a 
pound on the way. up,” hé cqn-| 
tinued. “Brazil cannot compete 
with Malay labor or plantation | 
methods for the production of rub- | 
ber, for in Brazil the rubber gath- 
ering is done by natives—Indians— |! 
who would starve on wages that / 
mean prosperity to the Malay. 

“When rubber neared $1 a 
pound, however, there was a chance 
for the Brazilians work their 
rubber trees at a profit, and much} 
publicity was given the fact that | 
South America might have a heavy | 
hand in breaking down the Middle | 
East monopoly of the Malay Brit-|} 
ish and Dutch. 

“But, since rubber has come 
down again into the fifties and 
sixties, South American enthusi- 
asm has waned considerably in 
the last few month. This is to 
be regretted, for Brazil is the 
birthplace of the hevea, or high- 
grade rubber tree, and, as North 
America uses most of the world’s 
erude rubber, it would be much 
more convenient to obtain -our 
crude rubber supply without go- 
ing around the world for it. 

“Nevertheless, the South Ameri- | 
can rubber ‘hams,’ so-called to dis- | 
tinguish them from the crepe and 
sheet rubber of the Malay planta- 
tions, seen much more fre-| 
quently now in the American mar- | 
ket than in the last ten years. | 

“The result of the recent strain 
on rubber has been a_ general | 
loosening up of all the world’s re- 
sources, and the additional sup- 
plies now appearing will be perma- | 
nent and will gradually intrease, | 
S80 long the growers and han- 
dlers can make profit. The 
obvious nccessity of a profit for 
them is one of the things that} 
make it certain that rubber prices | 
will follow cost of production as 
well as demand and will not, for 
many years at least, be as low| 
as they were a year ago. 

‘When the rubber crisis first 
appeared we predicted that there 
would. be. no actual shortage of 
rubber, such as would interfere 
with manufacturing operations in 
American factories. The panic was | 
such that there were many who} 
teok issue with us on that point, 
but events now are proving that /} 
we were right.

“Growing traffic,’’ declares Dr. 

McClintock, “requires both pe- 
destrian and driver to yield some- 
thing of what each has. consid- 
ered his rights, so that not only 
will traffic move more expedi- 
tiously, but that accidents will be 
prevented. 

“So the ordinance exactly defines 
these rights. When the pedestrian 
has the right of way, and where he 
|may travel; when the vehicles May 
proceed and where; these are fixed 
by the code.

confused in another city.” 

These are the pedestrian’s 
rights, as fixed by the uniform 
code: Where traffic is not being 
directed by a policeman or sig- 
nals, the person on_ foot has 
right of way across streets which 
have marked crossings; if cross- 
ings are not marked, the pedes- 
trian obtains the right of way by 
holding his hand up to warn 
vehicles that he is about to cross 
the street. 

Where a 
controls traffic, 
motorists, must heed 
If a central traffic district has 
been established, no one on foot 
may cross a street except at cross- 
ing walks; this ends ‘‘jay walking.” 
If outside of the central traffic dis- 
trict, a pedestrian wants to “jay 
walk,’ it must be done straight 
across the street, not cornerwise, 
and he must then yield the right 
of way to all vehicles. 

Drivers’ rights are thus de- 
fined: Where traffic is directed 
by a policeman or a signal, driv- 
ers must heed the signals. At 
other street crossings, drivers 
must stop to permit pedestrians 
to cross marked raadways, and 
mast stop if a pedestrian by 
raised hand indicates he will 
cross a street at an unmarked 
crossing. Drivers must keep out 
of safety zones for street car 
loading.

GAS CRACKING 
ATTACK SHIFTS

Government Changes 
Emphasis From 
Anti-Trust Law 


HICAGO, April 26.—A 
large amount of intent 

on the oil industry attaches 
to the recent effort of the 
government to shift its posi? 
tion’ in connection with its 


gasoline cracking suits. 

After nearly two years of testi- 
mony-taking in the big fifty-com- 
pany anti-trust charge .case, the 
shifting of émphasis from anti-trust 
law allegation to questions having 
to do with legality of the basic 
cracking patents themselves have 
hardly tended to clarify the already 
tangled cracking patent situation. 

Another cracking patent lawsuit 
of wide signifieance is that of the 
Universal Oil Products Company of 
Chicago against Standard Oil Com- 
pany of Indiana, which has been 
pending for many years. It was 
hoped earlier this year that the 
case might be completed and a de- 
cision forthcomipg before the end 
of the year, but there now seems 
Some doubt of this. A large vol- 


ume of testimony yet remains to be 
taken. 


In the fifty-company patent 
pooling case, it seems likely the 
future development of the case 
will depend largely upon the out- 
come of the government’s at- 
tempt to amend its suit, so that’ 
it will hinge largely upon the 
question of fraud in the procur- 
ing of patents used by the Texas 
company. These patents covered 
processes alleged to be involved 
in the so-called pooling of pro- 
cesses by Texas, Standard of In- 
diana, Standard of New Jersey 
and the Gasoline Products Com- 
pany. The hearing on the attempt 
to amend comes up in Federal 
Court May 3. 4 

Concerning the Texas Company’s 
position, it is stated by the com- 
pany’s officials that the company’s 
study of increasing gasoline sup- 
ply by utilizing and converting the 
less valuable petroleum fractions 
dates back about seventeen years. 
In the course of its research work, 
a part of which was done in col- 
laboration with Joseph H. Adams, a 
process and apparatus for cracking 
oil into gasoline were perfected and 
put into use on a large scale by the 
Texas Company. Other companies 
also were conducting independent 
research work at the same time. 

The two Adams patents referred 
to in the government’s. recent 
3rgoklyn suit matured. Numerous 
other patents on important. im- 
provements on inventions of Adams 
and other employes of the company 
were procured from time to time. 
Besides its %la patents, the com- 
pany, itis stated, has on file in 
the patent office numerous applica- 
tions pending in the names of cer- 
tain of its staff of inventive experts. 

Actual expenditures of the Texas 
Company in research have run into 
millions of dollars, all in good faith, 
according to company «- officials. 
They state the company’s inten- 
tion is to defend itself to its full 
@bility in these cases, 
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
